_ Reports Confuse President Wilson. 
The president made it clear today that the 


_ Peports he has received are so confusing 


that it is impossible for him to form a sound 
judgment as to what the policy of the United 
States should be. 


The reports of Ambassador Wilson give 


“nformation one day which is contradicted 
the next. Similar confusing “ impressions "’ 
of the Mexican situation have been received 
by the president from William Bayard Hale, 
personal friend who has been in Mexico 
for some time. Through a mutual friend the 
president has received letters written by 
Sefior Dei Valle, a Mexican, residing in 
California, who has been on a private mission 
to Mexico. 1 
So involved is the situation that the presi- 
dent is giving consideration to the advisa- 
bility of sending a trusted commissioner 
to Mexico for the purpose of investigating 
and reporting upon the situation. In some 
quarters it is suggested that Secretary of 
_ War Garrison, who is now on his way to the 
Mexican frontier, may be diverted frdm the 
inspection of army posts, which is the osten- 
sible object of his trip, and directed to pro- 
ceed into the disturbed country. 


Will Demand Reliable Information. 

In short, before the president determines 
definitely upon his Mexican policy he will 
seek to gain information from every reliable 
source as to the real conditions both with 
respect to Huerta and Gen. Carranza, leader 
@f the constitutiondlists in the north. 

Ambassador Wilson will be required to 
Make a detailed statement of the situation. 
He will be questioned also with reference to 
his action in himself recognizing President 
Huerta, action which was disapproved by 

the Wilson administration, and the part, if 
any, Which he played in the movement in the 
Mexican capital to force the United States 
to grant recognition. 

There is reason to believe from the disclo- 
sures made today that Ambassador Wilson 
favored recognition by the British govern- 
ment of the Huerta régime. The president 
is aware further that the ambassador was 
acquainted with the meeting of the diplo- 
matic representatives in the Mexican capi- 
tal at which was drawn up the memorandum 
te foreign governments which the latter were 
Tequested to convey to the United States. 


» Huerta Aids Behind Demand.“ 


Carranzista junta here inspired today 
an interesting statement in connection with 
the effort to secure recognition of the Huerta 
Sovernment. 

According to this statement José y Liman-

SALONIKI, July 17.—His majesty, Con- 


stantine, king of Greece, today gave the fol- 
lowing account of the atrocities perpetrated 
by the Bulgarian army: 

Without going over the motives which 
have led Greece, Servia, and Montenegro to 
repulse by force of arms the unexpected but 
well prepared attacks of the Bulgarians on 
their allies of yesterday, the atrocities com- 
mitted every day by the Bulgarians on the 
Turkish and Greek peoples since the first 
days of the Balkan war impose on the allies 
an energetic attitude and the obigation to 
exact and to obtain for the future all neces- 
sary guarantees. 


Charges Massacre of Thousands. 


the Greek army advancea, crimes of 
unthinkable cruelty are discovered. The Bul- 
garian authorities have silenced the voices of 
thousands of innocents who perished under 
horrors such as human history has never be- 
fore recorded. 

There is not a village which has been occu- 
pied by the Bulgarians thar has not had its 
men, 
young women outraged, its houses robbed and 
burned.

At the first invasion of Demir- Hissar, last 
October, the Bulgarians massacred all of the 
men in the village of Petrovo, and after hav- 
ing outraged women and young girls, locked 
them in the mosque and set fre to kt. They 
pla) ed on the bagpipes while the victimes were 
dy ing. 

Made Women Dance Before Dead. 

“At PFetritch they made the wives and 
daughters of the victims dance before the 
bodies of the Mussulmans. At Doiran 80,000 
Mussulmans were slaughtered and all their 
goods were plundered. At Nevrokop it was 
the same. 
deaghatch, Strumitza, everywhere the Bul- 
garian has passed, one sees only blood, dis- 
honor, and ruin. 

To the tortures endured yesterday by the 
Mussulmans come now those of the Chris- 
tians. Even before the new war began the 
Bulgarians were oppressing all the Greek 
population of the territories occupied by 
them, and at the time of their sudden at- 
tack at Pangheon they did not hesitate to 
quench their thirst for blood on the inaffen- 
sive Greek villagere. 

Charges Mutilation of Greeks, 

“ After their first defeats the Bulgarians 
turned upon the Greek population with un- 
speakable acts by the hundred against men, 
women, and children. By order of the offi- 
cers the Greeks were horribly mutilated, their 
houses were burned, and thelr goods were 
stolen. a 

At Doiran the Greek bishop and thirty 
nqtables were slaughtered. 

At Cavalla the archbishop and twenty- 
eight Greek notables were assassinated by 
the Bulgarians before they abandoned the 
village. 

At Pravi the bishop and more notables 
perished in the same way. 

“At Demir-Hissar the bishop and three 
priests with many notables and some women 
were tortured and put to death. 


Consuls Held for Ransom, 
„ Beres, a flourishing and rich city, was al- 


most completely destroyed by fire. The vice 
consuls of Austria and Italy tried officially 
in vain to protect their consulates. The Bul- 
garians did not even respect the persons of 
the consuls, but carried them to the moun- 
tains and released them only on the payment 
of heavy ransome. 

“The national, fegs of foreign countries 
were raiged on European and American build- 
ings, but had no effect. On the contrary, the 


, Bulgarians concentrated their fire on the for- 


eign houses because they knew these houses 
sheltered numerous refugees. They cannon- 
ad@ed thé city. The defenseless citizens aban- 
doned all their possessions and in many cases

MELLEN T0 QUIT 
NEW HAVEN ROAD 


Brief Note to Directors Sets 
Date for Withdrawal Not 
Later than Oct. 1. 


REGIME SEVERELY SCORED 


New York, July 17.—Charles 8. Mellen to- 
day resigned as president of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad company 
and all its allied or subsidiary lines, includ- 
ing the various railways, trolley lines, and 
water lines which have become part of the 
New Haven system under his management. 

Announcement of Mr. Mellen's resignation, 
which is to take effect at the pleasure of 
the New Haven board, but in no event later 
than Oct. 1 next,” followed a long meeting 
of the directors, most of whom, including 
Wiliam Rockefeller and J. P. Morgan, were 
present. 

The brief announcement of Mr. Mellen's 
proposed retirement, couched in less than 
fifty words, was the only official statement 
issued. 


Mellen’s Career as President. 

Charles Sanger Mellen, whose recent man- 
agement of the New Haven road has given 
rise to severe criticism, became president of 
that system in October, 1903, resigning from 
the presidency of the Northern Pacific rail- 
way at the request of the late J. P. Morgan, 
who regarded Mr. Mellen as the man best 
fitted to reorganize the more or less chaotic 
transportation Mnes of New England. 

Mr. Mellen's immediate predecessor, John 
M. Hall, had managed the road with all the 
conservatism which marked the administra- 
tion of corporate affairs, especially in New 
England, during the previous decade, Mr. 
Mellen's advent was the signal for a vast 
scheme of consolidation embracing not only 
the Boston and Maine and Maine Central 
railroads but all the leading steamship lines 
between New York and Boston and interme- 
diate points, as well as numerous trolley 
lines in Connecticut, Massachusetts, and 
New Hampshire. 


Capitalization Greatly Increased. 

The capitalization of the New Haven sys- 
tem increased. enormously under the con- 
tinuous outlays accruing from the acquisi- 
tions. 

The steady decline of New Haven shares 
in the local and Boston stock market has 
been a matter of comment for several years. 
New Haven, which for many years sold 
at above 200 and for a long period paid 8 
per cent dividends, recently went below 
par in anticipation of a cut in the dividend 
which was reduced to 6 per cent. 

Alleged mismanagement of the New Ha- 
ven road and several serious wrecks cost- 
ing many lives finally resulted in definite 
action, and a committee of New England 
stockholders, led by George von L. Meyer, 
former secretary of the navy, was organ- 
ized to make an investigation of the road’s | 
affairs. That comimittee’s experts are now 
at work on the company’s books. 

Mr. Mellen is under federal indictment for 
alleged violation of the anti-trust laws and 
an indictment for manslaughter, resulting 
from the Westport (Conn.) wreck of last 
year, also is hanging over him. 


Wreck Inquiry Angers Mellen. 
Boston, Mass., July 4i—According to o> 


terests close to President Mellen, one reason 
which he has given for resigning was the 
apparent disposition to hold him, as presi- 
dent of the road, responsible for acts which 
might be committed by an engineer or other 
employés of the company and of which the 
president might be without knowledge.“ He 
felt that, having a wife and children, he 
could not face the personal responsibility 
which his position imposed upon him under 
these circumstances.

Mrs. John Richardson, wife of a crippled 
storekeeper in the village, and has caused the 
departure of her brother-in-law, William 
Dunnill, with whom he has spent so much 


time during her husband's illness as to cause 


gossip. 

Monday night about fifty women of the 
village decided to take things into their 
own hands and a committee composed of 
practically all the prominent women of the 
place went to the Richardson residence. Mrs. 
Richardson had just returned from a buggy 
ride with her brother-in-law and met the 
committee at the door. 

We are going to show you what we think 
of your actions,” said one of the women. 
and before Mrs. Richardson could resist she 


had been seized and her hands bound. 


Make Woman Ride Rail. 

A long rail suddenly made its appearance. 
Mrs. Richardson, screaming and fighting, 
was placed on the rail and a dozen women 
grabbed the ends and the march began. 

Shouting at the top of her voice, the woman 
was carried through the streets of the vil- 
lage. None but women were in the “ rail- 
riding party.“ The men of the village were 
grouped on the main street and cheered the 
shrieking woman as she was carried past. 

At the outskirts of town the procession 
turned and made its way back to the Rich- 
ardson residence. There the woman was 
dumped, none too gently, upon the ground 
with the injunction to “ leave Volo inside of 
twenty-four hours or take another ride.“ 
She left a few hours later for Waukegan. 

The women then went to the Dunnill resi- 
dence looking for the man in the case.” 
Mrs. Dunnill was there, but said her hus- 
band had left town a few hours before. He 
is supposed to have learned of the plans 
of the women to visit him and to have 
hurried from Volo. 


“Raiders” sist Questioners, 

After it was all over the women returned to 
their homes and have refused to admit any 
knowledge of the affair. Richardson went 
to Waukegan yesterdsv and had a confer- 
ence with his wife. They are said to have 
agreed to a separation. 

I didn't see all of it.“ said Mr. Richard- 
son yesterday. “I understand some of the 
women were pretty rough with my wife, but 
I guess they had cause, or at least thought 
they had. Mrs. Richardson left yesterday to 
go to the home of Fred Geiger on Southport 
avenue, in Chicago. I am sorry this thing 
happened, but my wife was indiscreet any- 
way.” 

Mrs. Geiger, the sister, said last night she 
dia not think Mrs. Richardson would come 
to her house. |

WEAVING PROOF OF EXPOSE

Washington, D. C., July 11 special. 
More details of the sordid methods by which 
the “invisible government works its will 
were given the senate lobby investigating 
committee today. 

Col. 
lobbyist for the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers, was on the witness stand 
throughout the day and identified more than 
800 letters describing the multifarious opera- 
tions of that organization in carrying out its 
program of controlling the legislation of con- 
gress and in breaking up strikes through the 
use of money among labor leaders. 


Round Up Proof of Expose. 

Bit by bit the senators hearing the evidence 
are piecing together the documentary proof 
of the remarkable exposure of this greatest 
of all lobbying powers which was made by 
Tue TRIBUNE in the publication of Mulhall’s 
story. 

As letter after letter is read Into the record 
wonder lessens that congress, so long as it 
was controlled by the Republican “oid 
guard.“ rarely offended the manufacturers’ 
association. : 

The documents disclose that Mulhall, as 
lobbyist for the association, worked in har- 
mony with Sherman, Cannon, and Watson, 
the Republican powers in the house. The 
association was, in fact, an auxiliary body 
to the Republican congressional committee. 

Mulhall said he carried in political cam- 
paigns two letters of introduction—one as a 
répresentative of the manufacturers’ 4839. 
ciation and one as a representative of the 
Republican committee, but he never used 
both at the same time. 


Show Work of Edward Hines, 


A large part of the session of the commit- 
tee was given over to reading the letters and 
‘telegrams disclosing the efforts of Edward 
Hines, Mulhall, and the officers of the manu- 
facturers’ association to bring about the re- 
nomination of Representative Jenkins of 
Wisconsin in 1908. } 

Jenkins was useful to the association be- 
cause as chairman of the house judiciary 
committee he strangled “ unfriendly ” legis- 
lation. The liquor interests were under simi- 
lar obligations and lent a hand. Money was 
poured into the district and Hines took per- 
sonal charge of the operations, but all to no 
avail, for Jenkins was beaten by Repre- 
sentative Lenroot. N 

The name of James E. Watson of Indiana 
runs through most of the political corre- 
spoudence. He was the link connecting the 
lobby with the higher powers in congress. 


Fought Roosevelt Policies. 

That all the forces of reaction in the Re 
publican party were turned against Preai- 
dent Roosevelt and his candidate, Mr. Taft, 
in 1908 in an effort to nominate Speaker Can- 
non was forcibly emphasized in the testi- 
mony today. This opposition was reached 
by a compact organization within the Ree 
publican ranks, comprising many of the sup- 
posed friends of the president. Its program 
was two-fold: 

[1] To defeat the proposed rafiroad amend- 
ments to the Sherman anti-trust law, and 
other proposed pieces of constructive legis- 
lation for which the president was fighting. 

[2] To procure the nomination of Speaker 
Cannon or a stronger Republican then Sec- 
retary Taft was thought to be. 

Mulhall, representing the National 4880 
elation of Manufacturers, played both ends 
against the middle in the game. Right up 
to the last minute he did everything in his 
power to stack the cards against Roosevelt's 
candidate, while at the same time he was 
exacting promises from Arthur Vorys, Taft's 
political manager, and making it possible for 
President Van Cleave of the N. A. M to in- 
fluence Secretary Taft's attitude toward antj- 
injunction legislaton. 


Met at Foraker’s Home. 

One letter to Fred C. Schwedtman, secre 
tary to President Van Cleave, tells of a meet- 
ing of reactionary senate leaders at For- 
aker’s home which Mulhall attended on in- 
vitation ot the senator. 

„ learned while at the senator's home,” 
Muthall wrote, that the opposition to the 
president intends to let no legislation through 
that he wishes at his session of congress and 
intends to fight the Taft forces to a finish. 
The leaders that were at this meeting were 
very confident that they would beat Taft at 
the Chicago convention and from what was 
stated, they were perfectly confident of hav- 
ing the majority of the national committee 
with them and would seat all the contesting

No “Unfair” Legislation. 

In another letter to Schwedtman, May 6, 
1908, Mulhall wrote in part: 

called on Senator Carter and Senator 
Hemenway and Senator Aldrich’s secretary, 
also several others on the senate side, and 
Wis assured by all those gentlemen that it 
mattered not what the president attempted 
to do, there was not going to be any unfair 
legislation passed through the senate at this 
session. | 

“TI met Senator Beveridge about noon in 
his committee room. Mr. Beveridge told me 
this: That he stood strongly in favor of the 
injunction bill the president wanted, known 
as the Beveridge bill, and that we would 
either have to take the Beveridge bill or the 
Pearre bill this session. I wanted to know 
from Senator Beveridge how he stood on the 
amendment to the Sherman law. He said 
that he was very sorry that they could not 
get the Sherman law amended at this ses- 
sion, but that he was in favor of amending 
the law just as the president wanted it. He 
also talked to me on his child labor bill and 
said this was legislation that was bound to 
pass—if not at this session, at the next ses- 
sion 

Warned Beveridge of Fight. 


„I told Senator Beveridge that it was very : 


nice of him to give me all this information, 
but that we would fight all such legislation 
to a finish and that we would not take any 
such legislation until we had to. 

„ left Senator Beveridge’s room and went 
to Senator Hemenway’s room and told Sena- 
tor Hemenway what Mr. Beveridge said. 
Senator Hemenway told me to tell Senator 
Beveridge for him, if I saw him again, that 
he was talking through his hat, and that his 
hat was a damn poor one at that. After 
leaving Senator Hemenway I saw Senator 
Carter and Senator Aldrich and both of these 
gentlemen laughed at Senator Beveridge’s 
stetement. Senator Aldrich said it was ridic- 
ulous. : 

„We (Emery and Mulhall) met Mr. Wat- 
gon at5o’clock. I told him of the Beveridge 
incident and Watson simply stated that Bev- 
eridge was crazy. Watson sald he thought 
there were several mild injunction bills, one 
the Payne bill, that they wanted to put 
through. I mentioned the Payne bill in my 
interview with Senator Beveridge and Sena- 
tor Beveridge said that the Payne bill was 
a take and fraud, and that neither he por 
the president would accept — 


Sought to Obseure Tariff Reform. 

In a letter telling of an extremely confiden- 
tial interview with Representative James E. 
Watson, Mulhall says that all this anti- 
injunction agitation was gotten up at the 
behest of Speaker Cannon and other leaders 
to obscure the agitation in favor of a reduc- 
tion of the tariff. 

“He said the speaker was tired of the 

ff agitation and thought the best way 
to it was to keep our people busy. the 
letter quoted Watson. 

But while playing in the same back yard 
with Watson and the reactionary opponents 
of Roosevelt, Mulhall and the Nationa! Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers were not to be 
caught where they could not land on the 
winning side of the convention fight... And 


they were laying their plans for special con- 


cessions from the resolutions committee of 


the convention, hoping to be able to write 


the tariff plank and keep all labor and anti- 
injunction planks out of the platform. This 
they set about to accomplish through Arthur 
Vorys, Taft’s manager. 


Protested Plank for Labor. 
Writing to Schwedtman from Columbus, 
under date of May 28, 1908, Mulhall tells of 
conferences with Harry A. Williams, chair- 
man of the state central committee, and As- 
sistant Attorney General Wade H. Ellis of 


Ohio. 


Bilis had just drafted a platform which 
Vorys had taken on to be submitted to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Mr. Taft. Williams and 
Vorys said that the platform was expected 
to go through with some changes by the 
resolutions committee. 

Mulhall came out in the open and protested 
against any planks favorable to labor, urg- 
ing the strength of his organization and in- 
timating that the National Association of 
Manufacturers could not support a candi- 
date nominated on such a platform. Ellis 
stocd pat, however, and declared that the 
leaders wanted a labor plank in the platform. 


Work of Emery Shown... 

On June 3, writing to Mulhall about a 
meeting in which Mulhall, Emery, and Van 
Cleave were to participate in Chicago, Sec- 
retary Schwedtman quotes the following 
telegram from Emery: 

“Am in touch with chairman resolutions 
committee. Will probably proceed to Chi- 
cago from Buffalo June 10.“ ‘ 

Nothing was brought out in the testimony 
to indicate whether the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers was satisfied with 
the results of the work of Van Cleave, 
Schwedtman, Emery, and Mulhall at Chi- 
cago or not. Testifying as to his work at 
the convention, Mulhall said: | 

“My duties while there were to keep in 
touch with members of congress, senators. 
and others who might have influence with 
the resolutions committee in framing the 
platform and to keep out any radical labor 


_ planks. We had promises from Vorys that 


there would be no radical labor planks. 


Got Into Taft Band Wagon. 

“The entire organization fought for a 
Cannon and Sherman ticket, but when we 
saw that Speaker Cannon had no chance we 
fell in behind Secretary Taft's boom. Speak- 
er Cannon had daily conferences with Presi- 
dent Van Cleave and others of our organiza- 
tion and was their closest adviser through- 
gut.“ 

W were you opposed to Mr. Taft?’ 
@enator Reed Asked. : 

“ Because of certain labor speeches he 
made before his nomination.” 

Letters were 1 Watson as au- 

kor the statement that Speaker Can- 

non blamed President Roosevelt for the agi- 
tation against himself and his rule over the 
house. Watson characterized it as “a dirty 
deal by the White House,“ and at one time 
threatened to expose it on the floor of the 
‘Rouse. 

Watson charged that Roosevelt was seek- 
ing to solidify Wall street sentiment behind 
himself and his candidate, Secretary Taft. 


Hines Worked for Jenkins, 

The combined efforts of Col. Mulhall, the 
Milwaukee and St. Louis breweries, and 
‘Edward Hines of Lorimer fame were unable 
to save John J. Jenkins of the Eleventh Wis- 
consin district from defeat for the Repub- 
lican nomination for congress at the hands 
of I. L. Lenroot, La Follette progressive, in 
1908. . 

At the request of Littlefield and Sherman, 
Mulhall was sent into the campaign early in 
June, President Van Cleave of the National 
Association of Manufacturers assuring Lit- 
tlefield that “every effort in the world will 
be made for Judge Jenkins.” 

As chairman of the house Judiciary com- 
mittee, before which came a number of bills 
the National Association of Manufacturers 
had violently opposed, and which he had 
emothered in hie committee, Jenkins had 
served the National Association of Manu- 
facturers well. In addition to this he had 
strongly opposed any legislation hostile to 
the liquor interests and he felt that he had

George W. Fairchild, while admitting that Col. Martin M. Mulhall 
aided him in his race for congress in the Twenty-fourth district of New 
York, denies that Col. Mulhall was in the district in the campaign of 
1908. Even if the colonel was not present at roll call of the workers, Mr. 
Fairchild was in correspondence with him regarding the situation. 
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, — 
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it. He had his large force of employés in 
Wisconsin doing campaign work for Jenkins 
throughout the summer. 

Jenkins was “strapped.” His manager, 
Col. Henry T. Casson, told Mulhall that he 
did not have enough money to pay his rail- 
road fare out of Chippewa Falls, his home. | 
June 25, after he had been working for Jen- 
kins for some time, Mulhall wrote Schwedt- 
man: ' 

Col. Casson confirmed the statement that 
was made to me by Judge Jenkins last Sun- 
day that Mr. Sherman gave to Col. Casson 
$3,000 to start the preliminary campaign.” 

Sherman, according to later letters, col- 
lected this money from breweries. 

There was a money shortage in the cam- 
paign from the outset. Jenkins’ manager 
wanted between $18,000 and $20,000 in all, 
and Mulhall wrote Schwedtman that $10,000 
to be sent in $3,000 installments would be 
needed to get the campaign well started. 
Mulhall suggested that the St. Louis brew- 
eries be called upon to contribute, and ulti- 
mately they did give some money. 

A strong effort was made, with what suc- 
cess is not disclosed, to obtain publicity 
through the Scandinavian, a Chicago publica- 
tion which had a large circulation through 
Jenkins’ district. Z 

Fred W. Job of Chicago, secretary of the 
Employers’ association, wae detailed to get 
this publicity, by persuasion if possible, by 
money if necessary. 


* 
Needed Big Sum to Win. 

On June 20 Mulhall wrote Schwedtman ofa 
conference with Solon H. Perrin over the 
Jenkins situation. 

„ Whois Perrin? Senator Reed asked. 

He is Edward Hines’ political manager in 
that section.“ 

On June O Schwedtman asked Mulhall how 
much money would be necessary for Jenkins. 
Mulhall wired back: I should advise send- 
ing our man $3,000 at once He will nee 
$8,000 to $10,000 to win.” | 

To which Schwedtman replied that same 
day: Tour telegram very clear. Amounts 
named startling to Van Cleave. It puts us 
up in the air. We will see what can be done 
and then wire you. Meanwhile, recommend 
your getting down to bottom figures and then 
communicating with us again.” 

Subsequently Schwedtman notified Mulhall 
that $1,000 had been shipped to Jenkins by 
express, though a letter read into the record 
from Jenkins to Van Gleave denied having 
received the money. 


Hines Promised Money Support, 

On July 3 Fred W. Job wrote Mulhall: 

1 have seen Mr. Hines, who prymises his 
active support, both financially and other- 
wise.” | 

One of Mulhall’s expense accounts about 
this time bore an item for uransportation for 
himself and Perrin, explaining that Perrin 
was ‘counsel for the Northwestern railway 
and the Hines Lumber company. 

A letter from Mulhall to Schwedtman un- 
der date of July 7 tells of an interview with 
Senetor Stephenson: 

1 called on the senator and had a long 
and very interesting talk with him,” wrote 
Mulhall. ‘‘ The senator was very ancdous to 
get Mr. Perrin's assistance and our assist- 
ance in Wisconsin in his own canvass. I told 
him of Judge Jenkins’ financial situation 
and he told me he would send $1,000 to Judge 
Jenkins to help him out.” 

Mulhall then goes on to tell of a meeting in 
Milwaukee with Gustave Pabst and repre- 
sentatives of other big brew nd interests. 


Jenkins Complained of Support. 

By July 13 matters were not progressing 
fast enough to suit Judge Jenkins and he 
wrote Van Cleave a long letter complaining 
that no real effective work was being done 
forhim. Subsequent correspondence showed

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that Mulhall and Jenkins’ manager, Col. 
Casson, could not agree on campaign meth- 
ods and when the final smashup came in 
Lenroot’s nomination, each was blaming 
the other. 


Watson Yelled for Help. 

While Mulhall was burying himself in Jen- 
kins’ campaign in Wisconsin, James E. Wat- 
son, Republican nominee for governor in In- 
diana, was yelling for help. He was most 
anxious that Mulhall drop everything and re- 
turn to his camp. 

Watson was fearful that the Democrats 
would carry Indiana and with it the gover- 
norship, largely as the result of the naming 
of John Wi Kern as Bryan’s running mate 
on the Democratic national ticket, and be- 
cause of labor planks in the Democratic plat- 
form. 

Mulhall’s work in behalf of Henry T. Ban- 
non of Portsmouth, O., who wished to return 
to Congress from his district, and their joint 
efforts to settle a shoemakers strike in 
Portsmouth were touched upon in today’s 
testimony. 

The use of paid union spies was again re- 
sorted to and expense accounts showed that 
one mémber of the union in Portsmouth was 
on Mulhall's payroll at $35 a week. 

Mulhall testified that in his political work 
he carried two sets of credentials, one from 
James S. Sherman, introducing him as a 
Republican political worker, and the other 
from President Van Cleave of the National 
Association of Manufacturers. He rarely 
showed both sets of credentials to the same 
people, he testified. 


Emery Became Mulhall’s Boss.“ 

Although General Manager Bird on the 
stand yesterday (Wednesday) testified that 
James A. Emery, general counsel for the 
National Associatién of Manufacturers, 
draws $12,000 a year for presenting briefs 
before congressional committees, Senator 
Reed developed today the fact that Emery's 
activities are much more extended, and that 
he has been in active charge of Mulhall's 
efforts since Marshall Cushing left the organ- 
ization. 

At the end of the afternoon session Sen- 
ator Reed jumped ahead of his program in 
order to refute a statement by S. Woods 
McClave, a Candidate against William 
Hughes in New Jersey in 1910 to the effect 
that he (McClave) did not know Mulhall. 

Did you meet Mr. McClave in the cam- 
paign of 1910?" Senator Reed asked. 

It was in 1910 that I got into McClave's 
work,“ Mulhall said. 

I notice in one of the papers that Mr. Me- 
Clave denies that he knows you or that you 
had anything todo with his campaign in New 
Jersey.“ 


Paid Expenses for McClave. 

Mr. McClave’s papers are in there,“ Mul- 
hall returned, pointing to Senator Reed'e 
portfolio, and every dollar of McClave’s 
campaign expenses was paid by myself 
or paid by the manufacturers 
Mr. Bird, in that campaign, even to his meals 
and his cab hire.“ 

McClave is a Republican candidate to Al 
a vacancy in congress at the present time. 
The election is next Tuesday. In the course 
of the present campaign he had denied the 
previous connection with Mulhall.

FOR DOUBLE DECK DOCK. 


Measure Provides for Freight, 
Passenger, and Recrea- 
tion Pavilion. 


Mayor Harrison's effort to “ stiffen the 
backbones of the aldermen on the council 
committee on harbors, wharves, and bridges 
proved successful yesterday. 

With a copy of an imperative letter from 
the mayor in his pocket each one of the ad- 
ministration members proved anxious for 
immediate action on the ordinance author- 
izing the construction of two big piers north 
of the river mouth. They rs. approved the 
terms of the proposed purchase of shore land 
from the Chicago Dock and Canal company 
and then recommended the ordinance for 
passage. Each action was taken without a 
dissenting vote. 


Letters from Realty Men Read. 

There was little discussion of the harbor 
ordinance, most of the time being taken up 
with the reading of communications by he 
secretary. These included opinions from the 
law department and letters from real estate 
dealers holding the terms offered by the 
Dock and Canal company were favorable to 
the city.’ 

W. A. Pridmore, in a letter to Mayor Har- 
ron, said $300,000 is much below the real 
actual value of the property under consider- 
ation. 

“It is my opinlon.“ he wrote, “ that a most 
excellent bargain is being procured by the 
city if the terme are accepted.“ 


Property Covered by Ordinance, 

The property covered by the ordinance 
stretches from the mouth of the river north 
514 feet to Indiana street and is 100 feet deep 
from the shore line. It is proposed to make 
additional land covering 500 feet from the 
shore line and to start construction by the 
building of one pier, to be a double decked 
affair for both freight and passenger traffic 
and ending in a recreation pavilion. 

The ordinance authorizes the $300,000 pur- 
chase and also takes over the state claim to 
the land. it directs that the construction 
work shall be done under the supervision of 
the harbor and subway commision, accord- 
ing to plans that will be attached to the meas- 
ure. It does not designate whether the work 
shall de done by the city or let under con- 
tract, mor does it cover the question of the 
operation of the harbor.

JUDGE BURKE REFUSES CASE 
PRESENTED BY HENRY BERGER 


Declines to Accept Two Pleas of Guilty 
and Hands Rebuke to Assistant 
State’s Attorney. 


Superior Court Judge Rlichard-E. Burke 
yesterday refused to try a case presented by 
Assistant States Attorney Henry A. Berger, 
who was transferred from the court of Chief 
Justice A. J. Petit several days ago when a 
fine for contempt of court was withdrawn 
upon Mr. Berger's apology to the court. 

George Gettner and Edward Edgett, ac 
oused of stealing brass parts from freight 
cars, were arraigned before Judge Burke on 
indictments charging them with violation 
of a specitl railroad statute which provides 
a punishment of from one to five yearsin the 
penitentiary. ’ 

The judge ascertained that one of the pris- 
oners never had been in trouble before and 
that the other one had a thirty day sentence 
to his record. Neither was represented by 
an attorney, and there happened to be no 
a wyers present that the judge could appoint. 

Berger informed the court the two young 
men were ready to plead guilty. 

That means they would go tathe peniten- 
tiary for from one to five years,” said the 
judge. “I won't accept the plea. They have 
no attorney and have not been advised. I 
will not accept their plea of guilty to the 
felony.” 

„We will waive the felony,” said Mr. Ber- 
ger.

A report made by Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, 
superintendent of sehools, providing for the 
construction of a new $750,000 technical high 
school for boys and girls was adopted yes- 
terday by the school management committee 
of the board of education. 

The new school, which will be the first of its 
kind in Chicago, will be built on the grounds 
of the Normal school in Englewood. It will 
be a union of the old Parker and Englewood 
High schools and is désigned to accommo- 
date 2,000 pupils. The action of the school 
management committee is subject to the ap- 
proval of the committee on buildings and 
grounds. 


To Have Fifty Classrooms. 

In order to meet the requirements of the 
district tributary to the proposed school Mrs. 
Young recommended that the building in- 
clude fifty classrooms, eleven laboratories, 
two gymnasiums, and a library. 

In addition there will be a swimming pool, 
a music room, six rooms devoted to house- 
hold arts and science, three study rooms, 
seven shops, and five craft rooms. Mra. 
Young also recommended provision for an 
assembly hall of 2,500 seating capacity and 
a lunchroom to accommodate 2,000 pupils. 


Complains of School Printing. 

Trustee John C. Harding complained that 
printing plants installed in various schools 
are being used in competition with commer- 
clal printing shops. On this basis he suc- 
ceeded in having referred to the advisory 
committee on printing a recommendation 
mad@ by Mrs. Young to purchase printing

The report showed the county already had 
contracted for $382,628.34 more than the 
$3,000,000 bond issue voted for the hospital 
and ted that a total deficit of more than

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WOMAN HELD IN ACQUES CASE 


Police Formally Accuse Mrs. Liz- 
sie Desamone; Hunt Husband. 


BLOOD IN BASEMENT ROOM. 


Before Being Released She Denies 
“ Jealousy Motive 


Mrs. Liszsie Desamone yesterday was for- 
mally charged with the murder of James 
Acques. She was released on bonds of §5,000, 
approved by Judge David Sullivan. frorts 
to locate the brother-in-law and husband of 
Mrs. Desamone were futile. The prisoner is 
in a delicate condition, 

The police for two days have been working 
on the theory that Acques, the Italian res- 
taurateur whose body with four bullet 
wounds was found in the rear of à lot at 4942 
Bouth State street, was killed for revenge, 
Across the alley from the spot where the 
body was found is the rear of the Desamone 
residence, facing on 4043 South Dearborn 
street. In the basement of this house was 
discovered a roughly furnished chamber be- 
lieved to be used as a secret rendezvous. 
Suspicious stains were found en the stone 
walls and the floor. Expert chemists re- 
ported these stains were drops of human 
blood. 

Revolver Shots Heard. 

Neighbors report that revolver shots were 
heard in the house during the night previous 
to the discovery of Acques’ body. It was es- 
timated by physicians that Acques met death 
at 10:30 o' clock. 

But if that is the time he was shot then 
it would be impossible for me to know any- 
thing about it.“ sald Mrs. Desamone at the 
Hyde Park police before her release. I can 
prove I did not come home before 11 o'clock. 

“I never knew this Acques—or Jim, as we 
used to call him. I just say ‘howd do,’ and no 
more to him. That is all. He never make 
love to me, never! I never am jealous of my 
husband and he never jealous of me. We 
are not that kind of people.” 

Then she talked of the night of the murder. 


Talks of Murder Night. 

“The night it happend it rained. I was 
at my mother’s house. My brother found e 
horse that had the colic. My brother ran 
the horse up and down in front of my moth- 
er’s house the whole evening. I was there 
and watched him. 

Mrs. Desamone said she had been married 
five years, and had never had any other 
sweetheart than her husband, and that there 
could be no reason why her husband would 
want to kill Acques. She said her brother-in- 
law had recently been shot through the body 
by an old enemy.

San Francisco, Cal., July 17. -[ Special. 
Grave fears are expressed by friends of John 
Borden, the young Chicago millionaire, for 
the safety of his ship, the Adventuress, in 
which he expects to set sall this summer 
for the North Pacific on a voyage of ex- 
ploration and scientific expedition. 

Mr. Borden has been in San Francisco dur- 
ing three weeks waiting for the arrival of 
the Adventuress. Nota word has been heard 
from the craft during that time. 

The Adventuress—e schooner yacht de- 
signed by B. B. Crowninshield and equipped 
with salls and an eighty-five horse power 
gasoline engine—sailed out of Boston harbor 
early last spring on the voyage of 17,000 
miles around the Horn. 


Had Owner on Board at Start. 

Besides Mr. Borden, Mr. Crowninshéeld, 
Capt. Fred D. West, and Firet Mate Charles 
Sparks, it carried a crew of twelve men and 
$3,000 worth of ofl and provisions. 

In the Bahamas Mr. Crowninshield and 
Mr. Borden were put ashore and returned to 
the states, the latter proceeding to his home 
in Chicago. and later coming to San Fran- 
cisco where with the experts in his party he 
was to await the arrival of the ship. 

The Adventuress turned the Horn safely, 
although the season was an extremely bad 
one, and turned its nose northward. It was 
heard from again at Valparaiso, Chile, where 
it put in for water and fresh meat. A long 
silence has followed the leaving of that 
port. 

Mr. Borden is known to have been worried 
for more than a week and as the days have 
gone by without any word from the Adven- 
turess his anxiety has increased. Only the 
fact that he knows the vessel is in the hands 
of able seamen has deterred him from be- 
ginning anh open inguiry. 


May Upset Unique Expedition, 

If the Adventuress is lost plans for a unique 
expedition will have to be abandoned. It was 
for the purpose of Mr. Borden to visit parts 
of the North Pacific which have rarely if ever 
been seen by white men. 

Besides his scientific workers he has with 
him here in San Francisco a taxidermist and 
a moving picture operator. The latter was 
to take motion pictures of seals on the Priby- 
loff islands, one of these animels’ great 


breeding places. 
The Adventuress cost $50,000.

DEATH THREAT IN | 
STRING OF VERSES 


“Ode to a Degenerate” Title 
of Letter Sent to Ex-Secre- 
tary of I. W. W. 


ARMED MAN DELIVERS II. 


Are You a Poltroon That You 
Should Shrink at Death?“ 
Reads Warning. 


William E. Trautmann, former secretary 
of the Industrial Workers of the World, yes- 
terday complained to State's Attorney Hoyne 
that he has been threatened with death by 
alleged emissaries of the I. W. W. 

He told the prosecutor that a man of the 
name of Halcro, a former member of the 
general executive board of the I. W. W., came 
to his house last Wednesday evening and 
delivered a threatening letter to him at the 
point of a revolver. 


“Ode to a Degenerate.” 

The letter contained a string of verses en- 
titled, ““ Ode to a Degenerate.“ At the bottom 
it read: 

Read this and get a good look at your- 
self, you swine.” 

One of the verses read: 

You are better dead; then why do you 
not die? 

Are you a poltroon that you should 
shrink at death? ) 
The letter was typewritten, but was signed 

St. John” with a lead pencil. Trautmann 
told the prosecutor he believed the signa- 
ture was that of Vincent St. John, general 
secretary-treasurer of the I. W. W., with 
headquarters at 166 West Washington street. 
Trautmann lives at 2221 School street. 


Tells of Getting Threat. 

Aman, who I later learned was Halcro—I 
don't know his first name—came to my house 
and rang the bell,“ said Trautmann. 1 
went down and met him in the hallway. He 
immediately pulled a gun and handed mean 
envelope, which he said was a letter for me. 

“I disliked having a gun leveled at me, and 
80 I knocked his arm to one side and was 
about to strike him, when he turned and fied, 
jumping over the front fence in his haste to 
get away. I gave chase and several! neigh- 
bors joined me, but he was too swift for us.“ 

Trautmann said he believes he has been 
marked for death because of statements he 
made against St. John and other I. W. W. 
officials in an affidavit in his own defense to 
the Supreme court of Massachusetts. 


Trautmann Accused St. John. 

Trautmann, Joseph Bedard, Joseph Sha- 
hen, and William Yates are under indict- 
ment in Boston charged with misapplying the 
relief funds collected for the benefit of the 
etrikers in the Lawrence textile strike in the 
winter of 1912. The four men were mem- 
bers of the relief committee. 

In hie affidavit Trautmann told the court 
that at least $16,000 of the $78,000 collected 
for the strikers was misused by St. John and 
Yates, acting under orders of St. John. 


BAREFOOT BOY FIRST AID 
TO “BOTTLE BEER ROBBER.” 


Youth Watches“ Saloons While Wives 
Wait on “OCustomers’’ Outside and 
Then Joins Man in Buggy: 


The bottle beer robber,” as he is known 
to the police, last night found two more vic- 
tima, who contributed $285 to him. 

In both instances the wives of saloonkeep- 
ers were the persons robbed. One job 
was at the saloon of John P. Kohn, 5012

Contracts are made every year for the 
hauling and driving of garbage.

The Hellenic government already has 
protested against acts without number com- 
mitted by the Bulgarians, and among the 
peace conditions our government will exac* 
genuine guarantees to assure the safety of 
the Greeks from the Bulgarians. These 
guarantees, as well as all the other clauses 
of the compact, ought to be discussed and 
signed upon the fleld of battle before the end 
of hostilities. 


Calls Peace Almost Impossible. 


“ After the experience which we have had 
of Bulgarian duplicity, there can be no ques- 
tion of suspending hostilities before we ob- 
tain satisfaction for all our just complaints 
and before there are assurances to the Greeks 
and Turks who live under Bulgarian admin- 
istration of an existence safe from oppres- 
sion and from the massacres of which the 
Bulgars have given thus far this horrible 
example.” 


FERDINAND DENIES OUTRAGES.. 

New York, July 17.—King Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria denies emphatically the horrify- 
ing atrocities attributed in various quarters 
to the Bulgarian troops during their retreat 
before the Greek armies marching through 
Macedonia. 

His majesty cabled the following message 
through the Bulgarian royal private secre- 
tariat today:

“SOFIA, July 17.—All the rumors about 
Bulgarian atrocities are infamous Greek 
calumnies destibed to poison universal pub- 
lic opinion and in regard to which the truth 
will be established one of these days.

She accused him of abandoning @omestie 
happiness for a club whose members believe 
in free love and said he proposed that she 
give the evidence upon which he could di- 
vorce her or permit him to supply the ei- 
dence with which she could get a decree. 

Prof. Livingeton denied all his wife's 
charges and accused his wife’s mother, Mrs. 
Mary J. Manley, and her sister, Helen Man- 
ley, a school teacher, of assaulting him. 


Believer in Free Love? 

In her affidavit Mrs. Livingston said: 

“The defendant was a good husband for 
about six months after our wedding, but, be- 
ginning in November, 1909, he called mea 
thief, blackmailer, and parasite. 

In November, 1912, the defendant joined 
a club and compelled me to go there with 
him. From what I heard there and saw of 
the class of members, I can assure the court 
that most of the members are a lot of people 
who believe in free love and have no concep- 
tion of the sanctity of marriage. 

„My husband brought home objectionable 
persons and compelled me to meet and serve 
them. I have taken several college degrees 
and am much above them and refuse to as- 
sociate with them.”

Polaris Over First, but Loses on 
Time Allowance.

SYNDICATE BOAT WINS, 18:15 


Only Three of Thirteen Entrants Com- 
plete Trip at Petoskey. 


BY JOHN G. DE LONG. 

Petoskey, Mich., July 17.—The Heyworth 
family proved to be the whole thing in the 
annual long distance race of the Chicago 
Yacht club that started in Chicago last Sat- 
urcay and finished at this resort today. 

The Harbor Springs cup, the principal prize 
in the race, and the award given for the beat 
corrected time, went to Olympian, the new 
class P sloop, owned by the Chicago Yacht 
club syndicated headed by Commodore James 
O. Heyworth. Commodore Jim turned his big 
yaw! over to his brother, Lawrence, while he 
himself took the stick of Olympian. Brother 
Lawrence sailed Polaris to vietory on the final 
leg of the race from Portage Lake to Harbor 
Springs, but the flagship could not quite over- 
come the time allowance of a minute a mile 
granted the smaller craft. 

Beats Winner of 1912. 

In winning the race with the clase P sloop 
Commodore Heyworth exhibited a fine piece 
of sportsmanship. Last year he won the Harbor 
Springs cup with Polaris and @ victory in this race 
would have given him a second leg and a practi- 
eal cinch on the trophy. He could have held 
Olympian back and allowed Polaris to gain’ a 
longer lead, but instead he drove Olympian to the 
limit and managed to give it the cup by 18:15 
corrected time. 

Out of thirteen boats that entered the race and 
nine that actually started Polaris, Olympian, and 
G. H. Atkins’ schooner, Nomad, were the only 
three to stick it out all the way through. All 
the others found excuses for dropping out along 
the way, although George O. Clinch's yawl, Ar- 
cadia, and A. C. Neville’s yawl, Algonkin, are 
en route and may finish the contest. According 
to the original plans another leg was to have been 
raced from here to Mackinac, but the judges called 
off the rest of the race. 

Polaris finished at 8:43:04 this forenoon and 
Olympian followed at 11:36:00 Nomad finished 
at 7:56 this evening. The two leaders made a 
good race of it from Portage Lake. The start 
was made under adverse conditions, for a squall 
hit the boats just as they were leaving.

GOVERNOR M’GOVERN SIGNS 
WISCONSIN FIGHT MEASURE. 


O. K. by Executive Legalizes Ten Round 
No Decision Contests—Commission 
Will Direct Ring Sport. 


Madison, Wis., July 17.— [Special. I— Gov. McGov- 
ern today signed the Hedding bill creating a state 
boxing commissiom and legalizing ten round no de- 
cision bouts. While there was considerable opposi- 
tion to the bill, the governor did not consider it 
sufficient to justify him in refusing to sign the 
measure. 

The bill, which will become a law on 0offi- 
clal publication tomorrow, provides for a 
commission of three members to be appointed by 
the governor. Already W. H. Liginger of Mil- 
waukee, former president of the A. A. U., and Dr. 
J. W. Frew of Milwaukee are candidates for two 
of the places. The commission is to have a secre- 
tary, who will receive $1,600 a year. 

The governor is anxious to appoint a commis- 
sion which will be strong enough to prevent the 
boxing game from becoming prize fighting. The 
bill provides that only incorporated clubs shall 
be licensed, and they are to pay an annual fee 
of from $25 to $300 a year, depending on the size 
of the city in which they are located. 

The state is to receive 5 per cent of the gross 
receipts of each How. No liquor is permitted to 
be sold in any building in which shows are had. 
The act prescribes rules to be followed at each 
exhibition. Referees are required to pay a license 
fee of $10 a year.

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Stratford Players 
to Tour America. 


HE Stratford-upon-Avon players, who 
heretofore have been seen only at the 
Memorial theater at Stratford-upon- 
Avon, will make a tour of this country 
in the coming theatrical season. The 

company, which will number more than fifty 
players, whl give the first performance out- 
side of Great Britain on Oct. 6 at Montreal. 

The company will come here under the busi- 
ness direction of Charles F. Towle, formerly a 
Washington newspaper man, but for many years 
connected with the Klaw 4 Erlanger theatrical 
enterprises. A second company of Stratford- 
upon-Avon players, much smaller, will start for 
South Africa on Sept. 12 under the manage- 
ment of W. H. Savery. 

The Memorial theater at Stratford-upon- 
Avon is the only endowed theater in England. 
The theater, together with the hall and library 
which adjoin it, was built largely through the 
munificence of the late Charles Edward Flower 
and a few of his associates, It was opened in 
1877 with a performance of “Much Ado About 
Nothing.“ Mr. Flower died about two years 
later, and when his widow died several years 
afterward she left the theater about $300,000. 
Other gifts have increased the endowment. 


— 

Since the theater was first opened there has 
been a season of Shakspeare’s plays beginning 
on April 23, his birthday, and probably his 
death day as well. Shakspeare’s plays are given 
as they were written, not a line being changed 
nor a scene cut, All of his plays have been 
presented with the exception of “All’s Well 
That Ends Well” and “Titus Andronicus,” 
which could not well be presented without cer- 
tain changes, which the board of governors will 
not permit. The plays are not presented as in 
the Elizabethan period, but elaborate modern 
scenery is used. The gets to be tised on the 
American tour have all been bullt in England. 

So successful have the birthday festivals be- 
come that a second season, beginning in Au- 
gust, has been added to the regular season. 
Last year ten different plays were presented 
and the festival was attended by practically all 
the diplomats then in England. Mary Ander- 
son Navarro and Ada Rehan are the American 
members of the board of governors.

For the American tour the company will pre- 
sent sixteen plays of Shakspeare, including the 
cycle of histories: “King John,” “King Henry 
IV.“ King Henry V.,“ “King Richard II.,“ 
and King Richard III.“ 

The company will de headed and directed by 
Frank R. Benson, brother of Lord Charnwood 
and nephew of the archbishop of Canterbury, 
who has been responsible for the festivals at 
Stratford-upon-Avon since 1886 and who since 
his graduation from Oxford university has de- 
voted his labors to the best in dramatic art. 
Some of the others in the visiting company will 
be F. Randle Ayrton, Harry Caine, William 
Calvert, Murray Carrington, Frank Cochrane, 


Rupert L. Conrick, Darby Foster, Alfred Harris,’ 


John McLean, J. F. Mageean, George Manship, 
Frank Matthews, Leonard Parrish, Basil Rath- 
bone, Harry Stafford, James Stanners, Charles 
Warburton, Edward Warburton, Rosa Burgess, 
Marion Foreman, Dorothy Green, who is said to 
be the foremost Juliet of the stage: Ethel Me-

Cheaper Cuts of Meat. 

Here is a list of some of the cheaper cuts of 
meat that may be 4 help to some housewife who 
is at her wits’ end as what she can order, yet 
keep her meat bill a little lower than it was 
last month. 

The following are to be fried, and please note 
the scarcity of bone: Chuck steak, 18 cents a 
pound, cheaper and sweeter than the round 
steak; Hamburg, 16 cents a pound Hamburg 
steak may be made into a palatable dish if two 
eggs are added, two small onions, two hard 
rolls, salt and pepper to suit your fancy; then 
mix thoroughly with your hands and make out 
in balls and fry in hot beef fat. Chuck steak 
may be fried and used as a Swiss steak, or used 
in the Spanish stew. 

For cold meats the following may be served: 
Minced ham, 15 cents a pound; bologna, 12% 
cents a pound, and hogshead sauce, 15 cents a 
pound. There are various others, such as plate 
boil, that can be made into a pot roast, and at 
the same time making, if you so desire, soup 
from one pound of meat or made into a plain 
stew. It comes from beef that is only a year 
and a half old, and requires little cooking. Dried 
beef, one-quarter of a pound, will make one 
large meal if it is creamed. I use skimmed milk 
that I have brought to the door for 5 cents a 
gallon. 

Breast of mutton for stew, 15 cents a pound; 
neck, 10 cents a pound. Neck may be boiled, 
then pickled, used as simply a piece of boiled 
meat or pot roast, and it may also be converted 
into hash. The beauty of neck is that you have 
neck pure and simple ,and have not paid for a 
part of the skeleton of the cow. The same may 
be said concerning nearly all of the above men- 
tioned list. 

Beef fat is sold rendered out, the same as lard, 
at 12% cents a pound, or if bought and rendered 
at home costs only 8 cents, and takes the place 
of lard in a great many cases. 

Too much cannot be said in favor of the fire- 
less cooker as the greatest labor saving device 
in the kitchen. Mine cost 10 centa—a wooden 
box, a pasteboard box that matches are shipped 
in, numberless old papers, some straw, a pillow 
for the top, and there you have it, priceless and 
almost costless.

HFom Near and Far~ 


Is Red Headed Genius Unknown? 


History is said to show that no great genius 
ever had red hair. Alone among the poets of 
the world was Swinburne, whose hair was dis- 
tinctly reddish, and among the great reform- 
ers only John Bunyan’s hair was really red. 
The Simon pure carroty head, however, appears 
nowhere linked to world fame. 

The flaxen haired blonde or the man whose 
hair when an adult is a true yellow also re 
mains marked apart as being unlikely to pos- 
sess genius. Should one such his only 
companion will be Thackeray, whose hair is 
described as yellow. Charles Kassel has re 
viewed the biographies of most of the eminent 
people of the world’s histories, and tabulated 
his results so far as the color of the hair is 
concerned. ; 

Dark brown to black is the prevailing hue 
on the heads of great men, A list of fifty 
names has been compiled in which the color 
of the hair ig given by biographers, and 90 per 
cent are dark brown or black. There is not, 
strange to say, a single mention of premature 
grayness, nor a single case of that ashen browa 
hair known as “singed” or “ moused color.” 

The structure of the hair—whether straight 
or curly—is given in twenty-six of Mr. Kassel e 
list of geniuses, and of these all but four pos- 
sessed curly or wavy hair. It is extremely 
notable that of the remaining four Napoleon 
and Andrew Jackson were the two remarkable 
for “ wiry hair,” and that James Russell Lowell 
and Grieg were those having lank straight hairt 

The poet's “ringlets” and the musician's 
shock of hair ate by this list seen not to be 
mere accidents, but in some strange Way are co- 
ordinated to their powers, and the general 
popular instinct is not at fault. 

The color of beards also arouses many points 
of interest. All the ancient tapestries show 
Cain and Judas Iscariot with yellow or red 
breads, and Pontius Pilate in ancient art al- 
ways was given a beard. [Being a Roman of 
good family, he probably had no beard, but 
those details did not trouble the old masters.) 
A reddish beard, however, does not carry the 
significance that goes with red hair, for a large 
number of eminent men with dark brown hair 
have reddish beards. Sometimes the eyelashes 
have been ruddy, Savonarola, who had almost 
black hair, having startlingly red eyebrows 
and eyelashes. But, as a general rule, here also 
a silky brown beard, when accompanied by fine, 
curling dark brown hair, is the most usual char- 
acteristic shown in the biographies of those 
men whose names have been handed down to 
fame

Intricacies of Burmese Language. 


The Burmese language is exceedingly dim. 
cult to master. For a foreigner to acquire a 
thorough knowledge of it, long years of study 
are needed. But two missionaries have at- 
tained the science. One has lived thirty-five 
years in the country, constantly devoting him- 
self to a study of the language, and claims not 
to have mastered it yet 

The difficulty lies almost wholly in the pro- 
nunciation, for, by the slightest inflection, the 
meaning of a sentence is completely changed, 
A priest whe once asked for his shoes had a 
lawyer sent to him, and similar examples of 
ludicrous mistakes could be multiplied indefi- 
nitely. To speak Burmese well, one’s lungs 
must be gifted with great elasticity. The first 
sound consists in letting the word die away 
while inhaling the breath; the seoond in pro- 
nouncing it naturally, the third, in éxhaling 
the breath. } 

To obviate the inconvenience resulting from 
thie variance of sound, causing one word to 
be so easily mistaken for another, the natives 
are very expressive. For instance, in Burmese 
one “washes with water,” “writes a writing,” 
“speaks a word.” If eggs or milk are wanted 
it is necessary to say hen’s eggs” and “cow's 
milk.”

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Tomato Sauces. 


S the summer wanes, and just before the 

fall abundance comes there is often a 

time, especially if the weather is cool, 

when there is a resort to some of the 

| winter dishes—especially such things as 
baked beans or a good stew. 

One of the agreeable sauces to go with 
baked beans, taking the place of catsup and 
by many people much preferred to that, is a 
chili sauce. The following recipe is an old 
one. The sauce has the advantage of requir- 
ing no cooking and will keep well in a cool 
Place if well bottled. 

CHILI SAUCE.—Twelve ripe tomatoes, six 
onions, six small peppers, one-third of a cup 
of sauce, one cup of sugar, two cups of vine- 
gar (good cider vinegar, but be sure that it 
is genuine). Peel and chop fine the tomatoes, 
onions, and peppers. Add to them the other 
ingredients, mix well, and bottle in sterilfzed 
bottles cold. 


— 

The English have a great number of sauces 
which they call “chutney.” In one of Marion 
Harris Neal's late books there is the following 
recipe: 

“TOMATO CHUTNDEY.—Two pounds and 
one-half of tomatoes, one pound of apples, one 
large onion, two cups of vinegar, two table- 
spoons of salt, four heaping tablespoons of 
brown sugar, two heaping tablespoonfuls of 
ground ginger, one tablespoonful of mustard 
seed. Skin and slice the tomatoes in an earth- 
enware dish, add the apples and onion finely

until soft. Then rub through a sieve, stir in 
the sugar, ginger, and mustard seed, and cook 
gently half an hour. Cover the jar and leave 
in a warm place for three days; then divide 
into wide necked bottles, cork tightly, and 
store in a cool place.’

There is good reason for having great faith. 


in all the recipes which appear under tho 
name of Marion Harris Neal, for this canny 
Scotchwoman, now long a resident in the 
United States, is a disciple and student of the 
first of the great Scottish teachers of cookery, 
and, besides that, her mother and sister work 
constantly with her, developing new things 
and revising and adapting old ones. In her 
school many fine things are developed. Here 
is another of her recipes: 

“TOMATO SAUCE.—One-half a pound, or 
one can of tomatoes, one onion, a bunch of 
sweet herbs, one cup of stock or water, one- 
half a teaspoonful of salt, a few drops of red 
coloring, one carrot, one turnip, two ounces 
(or two heaping tablespoons) of butter, one 
ounce (or one heaping tablespoon) of flour, 
four whole peppers, a bunch of parsley, a blade 
of mace, one bay leaf. Put the butter into the 
casserole with the carrot, turnip, onion, and 
tomatoes cut up into pieces; add the herbs, 
parsley, bay leaf, whole peppers, and mace, 
and fry for ten minutes, Then add the flour, 
the stock or water, salt, and red coloring. 
Stir till boiling, then simmer slowly for forty 
minutes. Rub through a sieve, reheat, and 
serve.”

it is a great deal of work to skin a tomato, 
whereas it is easy. It seems particularly care- 
less not to take the skin off when the torma- 
toes are to be used for a salad. 

Put the tomatoes into a frying basket, set 
this in a pan, and pour boiling water over 
them. Or they may be dipped for a minute 
or two in a pan of boiling water and quickly 
lifted out. If the tomatoes are not thoroughly 
ripe they must remain in the water a little 
longer than otherwise. 

How many cooks realize what a convenient 
utensil is this same frying basket for all such 
purposes? Peaches are more easily and more 
economically peeled if dipped in boiling water 
and quickly removed, and here the basket 
comes in handy again. If one has no lettuce 
basket the fryihg basket may be used for 
shaking a salad ‘dry. 

There is no quicker and better way of grat- 
ing a soft cheese than rubbing it through the 
inverted frying basket. Of course. when it 
comes to deep fat frying it is almost indls- 
pensable, although many people get on with- 
out it.

TO BAKE TOMATOERS.— 4A quicker way to 
bake tomatoes than that ordinarily followed 
is to take off the stalks, cut them in halves, 
put them in a deep baking dish, and season 
with pepper and salt and a little butter. 
Sprinkle the whole with bread crumbs, drop 
over the bread a little clarified butter, and 
bake in a moderate oven from twenty minutes 
to half an hour. Serve hot as a garnish to 
almost any roast meat.

each of whole cloves and peppercorns, a table- 
spoon of allspice, and eight blades of mace. 
Boil for ten minutes, pack the drained nuts in a 
jar, and ‘cover with the scalding vinegar. At 
the end of a week drain away the vinegar, boil 
up sharply, and pour again over the nuts. 
Cover tightly and do not open for six weeks. 


Recipe for Cherry Wine. 

“T shall be thankful to you if you could give 
me or secure for me a recipe for cherry wine. 
And, if you will send me the address of K. T.. 
who asks for lace pieces, I shall be glad to send 
her a box of them. Mrs. M. H. G.“

CHERRY WINE.—Stem, wash, and crush to 
a pulp ripe, sweet cherries. Use a wooden mal- 
let in the work. Press out all the juice from 
the fruit, adding to each quart half a pound 
of granulated sugar and a cup of water. Stir 
thoroughly, pour into a crock, cover closely 
with two thicknesses of cheesecloth, and let the 
wine ferment for a month. When the fer- 
mentation has, ceased, — off and bottle. 


Cookies Hard’ ond Soft. 


“T am in quest of a recipe for children’s 
cookies that will keep soft. Mine get hard 
and brittle. I come to you, hoping you will 
comprehend my difficulty, and will be able to 
téll me the cause of their being so hard, Is it 
in the cooking, do you think? I use gas. Must 
they cook quickly or rather sfowly? Perhaps 
you would have time to give me what you 
would consider a good cookie recipe (white) 
which could be flavored in various ways, Also 
a ginger cookié recipe.

Taking your last clause first, let me say that

stout paper boxes are used by gonfectloners 
for mailing confectionery. They are lined with 
oiled paper. You may buy this by the ream 
from paper stores or in department stores. 1 
know nothing of the rates of postage upon 
such matter. I venture the opinion that a 
pound box under the head of “ merchandise” 
would leave a margin from 15 cents that would 
repay you for sending it. Upon the principle 
of making one hand wash the other, I insert ig 
direct proximity to your query respecting the 
cookies a letter dealing with the difficulty’ you 
complain of: 

“*Inexperienced Housekeeper ’ 
for cookies that will stay soft. 
forty-four years that I have kept house I have 
not found one that will remain soft for more 
than a day or two, except the Dustan cookies, 
However, if you will put the thin kind in a 
paper bag, say a dozen at a time, and put the 
bag in the bread box with the bread, the cookies 
will remain soft all the time. When these are 
used put in another bag of cookies, and thus 
have soft ones all the time. To make Dustan 
cookies, take four cups of flour, two.cups sugar, 
one cup sour cream, one-half cup butter, three 
eggs, one small teaspoon soda; roll and cut 
round. They will be three-fourth inch thick, 
I should also like to tell you how I can straw- 
berries. First, I get the fruit jars ready, when 
‘cap’ all the berries and put them back into 
the boxes to keep them from getting soft, 
When all are capped put one box at a time 
into a wire strainer and plunge strainer and 
berries into a deep pan of water several times 
to remove sand and dirt.. Use pans holding one 
and not more than two boxes of berries, Sugar 
as you would for eating and cook without any 
water in a hot oven. You can have from four 
to six pans cooking at once. When they boil: 
up stir gently with a silver fork until all pans 
have been well cooked, then can in hot fruit 
jars. Have tops and rubbers in bailing water. 
The berries retain their color and flavoring,
